Schwartz- 
kopa died a few Kurs later, and that 
same afternoon Frosbrer shot and 
seriously wounded Max Katz, o clerk 
in a cigar store. : 

A keeper noticed that Frosbrey was 
not in his bunk. The alarm was 
quicaly given, and it was found that 
Froshrey had forced the bars in, his 
cell and climbed through the ventilat- 





or, six feet from the floor. Once in 
the neighboring carpenter shop he 
forced the bars over the window. 


Climbing through, he had drawn a 
ladder after him, and made for the 
wall. 5 3 

A cell from which Frosbrey escaped 
was tegmed an “isolated cell’ and was 
considered tho strongest ‘part of tho 


prison. As_a further precaution a 
trusty shared it with him, but the 
trusty apparently slept soundly 


throughout the operations.

How to Fight it

During the summer and fall 
months, when people love to roam 
th woods, to get close to Mother 
Nature, ope of their worst enemies 
iz poison ivy or poison oak, The two 
plants vary considerably -in appear- 
ance, but are similar in effects and 
in theie poisonous propensities. The 
latter is.a short stocky plant, while 
the former - is a climbing~ shrub, 
whose stem alten rises to a great 
height upon® trees, rocks and other 
objets to wehich it adheres by strong 
rooting fibres. The leaves of the 
poison ivy usually are dividel into 
three leaflets, each about four inches 
long. The leaves are pointed and 
coursely notched along the edge 
while the surface is. more or 
downy. Ty some instances the leaves 
are five Ipbed, xo the plant is more

~The leaves contain an oil which *< 
very irritaling and poisonous to the 
skin.

It is claimed by. some 
that they became poisoned by being 
in the vicinity of the vine without 
actually touching it.

It probably will be 
remembered that the Hurlingham club 
which sent the English team of last 
year to America failed to meet ex- 
penses, and was saved from a scriour 
financial Joss by the action of the Duke 
of Westminster, who came forward 
and not only paid all the expensee 
but undertook to supply the money 
for the next assault upon American 
polo supremacy. The duke took over 
the fourteen ponles which were the 
property of the polo fund, and with 
them as a nucleus started tho finest 
aggregation of polo horseflesh In tho 
world. All his enormous Income was

New Regulations 


The United States customs autlior- 
ities have issued a new code of regu- 
lation and entry of automobiles, mo- 
tor-cycles, aeroplanes, ete., designed 
especially to facilitate touring across 
the Canadian border, which is of in- 
terest to Canadiana touring in the 
United States. It embraces manifold 
rules, but provides for a system of in- 
spection, certificates and bonding of 
foreign cars brought in for touring, 
and lays down a flat dictum that all 
repairs or improvements made on cars 
taken abroad, beyond those incident 
to running the machines, shall be 
charged forty-five per cent. ad valor- 
em. : 

‘All automobiles returning © after 
touring abroad and all bronght into 
that country purely for touring will 
be admitted without duty. All auto- 
mobile owners, however, are required 
to go to first customs house available 
for the inspection and parsing of their 
machines. Automobiles, bicycles, air- 
chips and racing shellg brought in for 
racing or similar contests may remain 
six months under a free admission 
privilege.

sea. The rules arc to become effective on Jan. Ist, 1913. They provide 
that foreign-going passenger steamshipsiand emigrant ships and foreign- 
‘sailing ships carrying passengers shall be required to furnish lifeboat ne- 
commodation for all on board: 

The lifeboat equipment, which has been increased, must be in the 
boats as soon as the ship Jeaves the harbor and there remain throughout 
‘the voyage. The number of persons to be carried on each boat must 
be marked on it.

KINGSTON, Sept. G.—Members of 
the Frontenac Cheese Board, who ap- 





peared here this afternoon before the |. 


Royal Commixsion appointed by the 
Dominion Government to inquiro into 
the grievances of dairymen regarding 
the weighing of checse at Montreal, 
gave it as their opinion that. it would 
be in the interests of dairying to have 
an official Government referee in 
“Montreal to act with regard to dis- 
putes. 

They held, with Dr. J. A. Edwards, 
M.P. for Frontenac, who inspired the 
appointment of the Commission, that 
the system of weighing cheese at the 
metropolis was unfair to the produc- 

-er. Charging for cheese under weight 
and making no allowance for cheese 
overweight did not appeal to them. 

The Fronténac cheese men “asked 
that their scales be tested by a Gov- 
ernment expert, as they were unable 
to-nassign any: reason for the reported 
shortage of weight. The test will be 
made, A few Frontenacers pave it as 
their opinion that tho shipping of 
cheese when it was too young was 
probably the cause of some of the 
trouble. Dr.'Edwards was present. 

The next session of the Commission 
will be held at Cornwall on tho 13th. 
After that there will he no further 
sittings of the Commission until Octo- 
ber, in view of the farmers being very 
busy this month.

The parole 
syétem is one feature which has been 
inztrumental in redocing that crimin- 
al type of convict, who,, disheartened 
and desperate, ia truly a menace to 
society.

Where Princesses Are Not ‘Allowed 
to, Marry And the Kings Are Killed 


An African tripe with some most 
extraordinary customg has been dis- 
covered by Dr. C, G, Seligmann, of 
the Welltomo Tropical Rescarch La- 

Putwrics, one of the branches of the 
Gordon Memorial College at Khar- 
toum. This tribe Is the Shilluk, which 
lives In a‘narrow. strip ‘of !ond along 
the banks of the Nile on the northern 
edge of the Bahbr-B-Ghazel province. 
There are about 40,700 of them, They 
Ive In small villages of huts surroun- 
ded by fencea of dura, stalks, 

The mogt'fstriking\feature Is the 
Yoneration pald t6 the king. and tho 
marked Mne/of demaréation betwee: 
the aristocracy and the comma: 
Tho former. {s constituted entirely of 
the Hoyal {family—children, grand- 
children and great-grandchildren of 
the King. Royal ‘descent,- how- 
over, is not recognised beyond the 
fourth g@ncration, Polygamy is prac- 
tised, and the King has a large num- 
ber of wives. In fact, the greater 
number of the houses in Fashoda ate 
the residences of the King’s Consorts. 
The sons pit series take}many wives, 
but the daughters must remain un- 
married, forthe reason that it is un- 
fitting for a‘King’s daughter to marry 
a commoner, while at tng game time 
she cannot marry a son, 

The difference between the aristoc- 
racy and the commoners Is exempli- 
fied In a still more striking manner. 
All the commoners of both sexes have 
thelr lower central teeth knocked out, 
and even the grandchildren may con- 
form to this practice if they please.

feeble they promptly prepare for hia 
successor, The Sovereign is killed 
with due céremony at the first signs 
of tl-health or old age. . Any son har 
the right!Yo’ attempt toedespatch his 
father, and ff eucccasfa} to reign fn 
his stead.

If this difficulty is over- 
come it ie tho opinion of a number of 
onginoers that the now car will rerolu- 
tionize the present trolley syetem of 
radial lines. A gaselectric car is not 
much more expensive than an ondlinary 
trelley, while, as it dees away. with 
overhead power lines, it reduces the 
ceat of Trolley line constructicn by more 
than eix thousand dollars a mile.-

Bible is most éxphicit. 
“The wages of nin ia death’ 
wicksd will God destroy’ 
that sinneth, it rhall die’ 
with everlasting destru 
abundant and redundant Scriptucal 
testimonies on the ‘subject should 
settle the matter of future punish- 
ment to every, reasonable mind— 
especially when there is not a Scrip- 
furs to the contrary, either in the 
Old or in the New Testament. 

‘1 do indeed remember certain of the 
Lord’s parables which, taken literally, 
might, m the literal cutting off of 
a ‘hand or foot, the literal plucking 
out of the eye, the biting worms pos- 
sessed of immortality. and Jiteral 
blazes unquenchable. These we have 
already discussed and may yet again 
refer to, but not now. ye content 
ourselves with the generally actept:d 
and reasonable proposition that 
parables are neter to accented at 
teaching doctrines, but at very most 
as illustrating them. ¥ 

The Bible contains not a single- 
suggession of eternal torture as a 

nalty for sin. It tells of no place 
Beyond. the bounds of time and space 
where Dante’s poem will find its ful- 
filment. It does tell’ of a God of in+ 
finite. Justice, Wisdom. Love. and 
Power, whose decree is that eventual- 
ly there will not be one inharmonious 
note throughout the Universe to mar 
the glorious naceter and perfection; 
that every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess to the glory of God; 
that there shall be no more dying, 
crying, sighing; that God's will shall 
be done on earth even as it is done 
in heaven; that eventually, ‘Every 
creature in heaven and in earth and 
under the earth shall be heard say- 





ing. ‘*Praise, ior, dominion and 
might be unto Hint that sitteth upon 
the Throne and unto the Lamb for- 


ever.” 
Let us book still more deeply into 
our text. Let us note this word pun- 
ishment in the Greek. It is kolasin. 
Its usage in the Greek classics signi- 
fies, to prune, to cut off. A secondary 
meaning of the word is, to restrain. 
Death fs a moet effectual restraint. 
The punishment which God has re 
vided for sinners is that they shall be 
cut off from life, cut off from all the 
blessed privileges which God pro- 
vided, not for them, not for rebels, 
= for sons ‘in fellowship with Him- 
self. 
The punishment against Father 
Adam was cutting off from Eden and 
its blessings, from being the ee Be 
earth, from fellowship with His Cre- 
ator, from being tho son of God, from 
enjoying everlasting life. All this 
cutting off was included in his death 
sentence. Jesus came that Adam and 
his race might not.everlastingly perish 
—that they nay be rescued, from 
the power of the grave by a resur- 
rection of the dead, that all ht 
thus through Him come to a full 
opportunity for life everlasting. 
evertheless the Divine -Law_ still 
sands. The wages of sin is death. 
Therefore, whoever shall. receive the 
grace of God in vain, whoever shal 
sin wilfully, intentionally, after full 
ienlightenment, shall again be cut off 
this time to) perish, because “Christ 
dieth nd more”—no more shall death 
havé dominion over Him. The op- 
portunity which His Kingdom shall 
grant for every creature, for every 
member of Adam‘s race, to return to 
Divine fellowship and everlasting 
life, 1 be so complete as to necd no 
repetition. Those who die the Second 
Death will be without a remedy, will 
perish in eyerlagting destruction.

Tho examination showed 
that Alvord had been systematioaliy 
extracting money from tho. deposit 
vaults of the bank and making false 
entries in the records of notes receiv- 
ed in order to conceal his operations.

“Rock salt,’ he remarked,, when he 
noticed the bartender eyeing him cur- 
jously. “I have to take it every little 
whilé for my health,’’ 

For nearly an hour he stood stirring 
the mixture until the last of the pois- 
on was dissolved, and then swallowed 
it. Coroner J. B. Labelle was called, 
but decided that an inquest was un- 
necessary. The body was removod to 
Sutton’s morgue, 

Morris’ farewel] note read: 

“Dear Carrie,—Don't blame me for 
this foolish act, but I am of no use 

to you or the family. I have disgraced 
you wherever we have lived and think 
it better to end it-all.

Gianni Bettini, an YWalian invetor 
has perfected a device which makce 
it possible {for almost any  atnateur 
Photographer to make his own mov 
ing pictures. Not only does the new 
mechanism bring the cost within the 
means of the average amateur, say= 
the Technical World Magazine, but 
the resulting pictures gre actually 
clearer and sharper then those pro 
duced in the ordinary way by th: 
use of a moving film of celluloid. 

In accomplishing these astonishing 
results Bettini hes exactly reversed 
the principle of the usual moving 
picture machine fh which the film 
travels back of the lena from spoc! 
to spool. His photographs are mad: 
in series cn @ glass plate which i: 
held right while the leng itself moves 

The glass plates used in the Bettint 
machine measures eight and one 
half inches in length by five and 
ene half inches in width. The photo 
graphs taken in series on this plate 
are only five sixteenthy of an inch {t 
width by one quarter inch in depth 
In this way sixteen consecutive pic 
tures appear in a line and on each 
plute thero sre thirly six lines 
making.a total of 576 images.

MRS. JOHNSON DEAD. 


Champion Pugilist’s Wife Had Tried 
Bulcide Twice Before. 


Chicago, Sept. 13.—Mra. Jack John. 
son, wife of the world's champion 
heavyweight pugilist, who shut herself 
through the head Wednesday, dicd at 
3.50 yesterday morning. She did not 
regain consciousness. Her lusband 
and seven other. persons. mainly reia- 
lives of the — pugilist, were at 
her bedside in hospital whén she 
died. A Roman Catholic priest admin- 
istered extreme unction. 
Mra. Johnson killed herself, after 
wrecking her health in caring for her 
-| husband, who was a victim of nervous 
Prostration and had been afflicted with 
suicidal mania for a year on account of 
injuries and exertion during his fight 
with Jeffries. This was the testimony 
of Johnson at the inquest here yeeter- 
day over the body of Mrs. Johnson, 
who shot herself in her apartment over 
the champion’s saloon. 
Johneon said that the nature and 
extent of his sufferings after the 
championship fight had been kept 
secret by his wife and himself. 
“T an still suffering from the effects 
of that fight to some extent,” he said. 
Johnson gave his testimony in tears, 
He declared that his wife's efforts to 
keep him from committing suicide 
were what broke down her own health. 
Mrs. Johnson called her two colored 
maids into her bedroom and told them 
she wanted them to join her in pray- 
er. With an arm about each of them, 
Mrs. Johnson knelt at the bedside. 
maids followed her example and 



















































the three prayed together for several 
minutes, 

As they arose, Mrs. Johnson, press- 
ing her hands to her face, said: “God 
pity a poor woman who is lonely.” 

She sent each of the maids into oth- 
er rooms on errands and before either 
had time to return a shot was fired. 
They found her on the floor fatally 
wounded. 





Salvage by 
Compressed Air 





A notable achievement in salvage 
work ‘is recalled by the death at Gil 
lingham, Kent, at the age of 78, of 
Mr. George Blaxland. 

Between 40 and 50 years ago a new 
floating dock, designed by the Iate 
Sir Frederick J. Bramwell, was sunk 
at St. Thomas, West Indies, during 


tempts to raise it proved unsucces< 
ful. , 

Mr. Blaxland designed special air 
locks to obtain access to the various 
pentoons, and by means of air com 
pressing engines constructed on the 
spot, expelled the water. Workmen 
were thus able to enter and effect the 
necessary repairs, amd after several 
months’ labor the dock was floated 
.anl repaired apd is still in use at 
St. Thomas, 

Mr. Blaxtand was the first to sug 
gest and successfully use the prin 
ciple. of compressed air for salvage 
purposes. The Columbia wag salves 
by similar methods, although she had 
been submerged 18 months. 

Mr. Maxland held office for several 
years under the Spanish government 
as director of the ursenal at Havann 
and had control of the ships of the 
Spanish navy orriving there. During 
his term of office the American Civil 
War was in progress and several Fed 
eral and Confederate ships. of wur 
and blockade runners put into Hay 
ana for repairs, including the cele 
‘brated cruiser Alabama. 

Mr. Blaxland was the son of Mr. 
George Blaxland chief engineer at 
Sheerness dockyard, for whom the 
claim was made that he vas the jo 
ventoe of the serew propeller. The 
Little Jane, a lifeboat converted by 
Blaxland, was probably the first 
‘screw steamer to cross. the English 
Channel.

Cigarettes Are 
Least Harmful 


LONDON, September 12.—Contrary 
to the general belief, 20 far as nicotine 
in concernet, investigations reported by 
the Lancet show the cigaretto to be the 
least harmful form of smoking and the 
pipe the worst, the c'gar coming — be- 
iwren, , ‘ 

The sncke oblained in all three 
forms of emoking was esamined. An to 
the leaf itnelf, it was found that usual- 
ly pipe. mixtures contain the largest 
amount of nicotine (2.06-2.85 per cvnt.) 
and that Egyptian and Tarkish cigar- 
eltes come next with 18-176 per cent, 
Virginian cigarcltes 10-140 per cent., 
British cigar £26 per cgnt. and Mavana 
cigar 0.68 per cent. 

The cigarette, whether Egyptian, 
Turkish, or Ainerican, yielded the least 
amount of ils total nicotine ta 
smoke produced; the pipe yielded a very 
large proportion (in rome cases 70 uf 80 
per cent. of the total) of its nicotine to 
the smcke reaching the nouth of the 
consumer; while the analysis of cigar 
smoke gave intermediate figures. 

Mut the suapicion arises as lo whether 
too much importance hay been attached 
to nicotine and to little to uther cou. 
stituents of the smoke, 

Among the other censtituents found 
in furiural, a toxic and highly irritat- 
ing substance which ix regarded by 
rons authoritios we ua toxic cunstitu- 
ent of immatare whiskey. In the emoke 
of the cheap Virginian cigarettes 
is very little ammonia, but a marked 
quantity of furfural. It ik suggested 
that this fact affords a possible explan- 
ation of the cigarette being. a source of 
threat treuble, especially when smoked

Proposed to celebrate the. centenary 
of the bi.th, in 1814, of Sir George 
Etienne Cartier, one of the chief 
fathers and founders of the Canadian 
Dominion, by the dedication of .a 
monument erccted to his‘ memory on 
the slope of Mounts Royal, overlook- 
ing the city of Montreal. \ The site is 
associated with the name of Cartier 
singularly well chosen for it “has been 
ever since Canada has been known to 
mankind. 

dt was an earlier Cartier, Jacques 
by name, a man of the same race as 
the latter Canadian~ statesman, who 
was the first Karopean to sect foot on 
Mount Royal, then overhanging, not 
the city of Montreal, but the Huron- 
Iroquois rillage of Hochelaga. He, 
too, had he heen gifted with the pro- 
phetic vision of his later namesake, 
might have felt like ‘‘stout Cortex 
when with eagle eyes he stared at the 
Pacific’? as be gazed at the broad wa- 
ters of tho St. Lawrence and the Ot- 
tawa gleaming away to the westward. 

The rapids of Lachine barred the 
further progress of his boats, but it 
was Jacques Carticr who first discor- 
ered the St. Lawrence and gave it its 
name, giving at the same time the 
name of Canada to the region it tra- 
tersed and of Mount Royal to the hill 
on which he stood at the furthest 
point of his westward pilgrimage. 
The name Canada ‘merely means. a 
village in the Indian language from 
which he took it, and that again is 
significant in its symbolism. 

It is recorded of Themistocles that 
he pleaded that, though he had “no 
skill to tune a harp nor a viol, nor to 
play at a psalterion, yet if they put 









small name, weak and little, be knew 
ways to mako it noble, great and 
steong.”” This is just what George 
Etienne Cartier did. We know not if 
he was any more of 2 musician than 
Themsitocles was, though in the es- 
timation of his countrymen he was no 
mean poet in the tongue of his race.

Georgo Etienne Cartier was born on 
September 6, 1814, at St. Antoine, in 
the county of Vercheres, in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. He was educated for 
the law, and becoming a member of 
the Bar in Lower Canatla, he soon ac- 
quired a lucrative practice in that 
profession. He took some part in 
Papineau‘s rebellion of 1837, and had 
for a time to leave the country. But 
he svon repented of his youthful aber- 
ration, and returned to Canada ax a 
loyal and enthusiastic subject of the 
Britsh Crown. _ From that timo for- 
ward all his energies were devoted to 
the consolidation of all the Canadas 
and their development into ane great 
velf-governing Confederation, destined 
to grow into freedom, concord, con- 
tent and tranquility under the Bri- 
tish flag. His attitudo and senti- 
ments ig this regard are best express- 
ed in a few words from a speech de- 
livered in London in 186 at a time 
when be was a member of the first Do- 
minion Government. “The Canadian 
people desire to remain  faithfal to 
the gid movarchiel flag of Great Bri- 
tain, that flag which wayes over all 
seas, that flag which tyranny has 
never been able to overcome, that flag 
which symbolizes true liberty.” If 
that was tho universal sentiment of 
the Canadian people in 1869, it” was 
largely owing to Cartier’s personal in- 
fluence over Canadians of his own raco 
that it had become so.

gtare_mounds of Babylonia is a curi- 
ous sérice of stones covered’ with in- 
scriptions in very archaic’ writing, 
and sculptured with mystic emblems, 
which were regarded generally by 
scholara as representing the signs of 
the Zodiac. These stones wore just 
rudely rubbed down and smoothed

the earliest cuneiform inscriptions 
brought to Europe. The stones are 
called by the Babylonian name of 
Kudurri, a word interpreted an ‘Land 
Mark,’ and are akin to the Roman 
termini, having been set up upon 
certain plota of land to indicate the 
legitimate right of the owners to the 
property.

The ‘Kudurri are most interesting 
monuments, in that they are not dis- 
tinctly Babylonian in origin, their 
use having been bronght into the 
country by the Kassites, a people who 
came from the mountain Tegions of 
the northeast of Chaldea. In the 
majority of instances they are rude 
stones and boulders, and, therefore, 
no doubt, originated in the custom 
of setting up a “stone of witness" at 
the corners of private property, on 
which were first inscribed or cut the 
totems or symbols of the tribal god, 
and later on inscriptions setting forth 
the right by which the holders held 
the property. 

The nature of these important doc- 
uments may be best shown bq a gquo- 
tation from one of the earliest ex- 
amplés—a grant of. land to the liba- 
tipn uriest of the god Del. Hero we 
read: ‘‘Kadasbman-Enib, the king, 
has presented (this land) and he has 
set up a boundary atone. Whosoever 
shall alter this boundary atone, or re- 
Verse the ownership of this land, may 
Nenip, the lord of the boundary stone, 
alter his boundary shrine and tear up 
his foundation,” 

Many of the inscriptions are par- 
ticularly interesting from a legal 
point of view, for they record with 
very full details the disputes thut 
atose from time to time regarding 
the properties. In regard to the legal 
disputes as to Property the Babslon- 
ian of that period seems to have been 
as fond of litigation as the modern 
Hindu, and the pleas of one side in- 
scribed on the monuments reveal 
many, curious details of Babylonian 
ife. 

The inscriptions are important as 
showing the system of. government in 
tha land and the absolute power of 
He could grant land to 
who he wished, aud give it freo from 
all civil imposts and duties.

To this increase in 
operating costs must be added an in- 
crease ‘of $9,668,827 in taxes levied 
upon the roads by the states through 
wich they pass. 
THE TAX ON PROSPERITY 


One would suppose that any busi- 
ness Which showed in ten months a 
gross, increase of more than $32,000,- 
000 ought to show at least a slight in 
crease in net, But the net earning 
of the American railways actually 
diminished $10,000,000 during this 
period—a million dollars a month! 
If we considered the business of the 
railway with the same measure ot 
fairness employed when dealing with 
other inndustries, we would agree 
that is unfair to ask the railways 
to do all the extra business at a loss. 
Obviously, it cost ‘the railroad some. 
thing to carry thirty-two ond a 
quarter million dollars worth of traf- 
fic. Yet for each dollar of new busi- 
ness the railroads secured in the 
specified period they paid out $1.31. 

Experts ecstimate’ that cight Dilliun 
dollars will be needed in the next 
five years to maintain railroad 
facilities in pace with the enormous 
increase of traffic in the United 
States: In Canada, the situation is 
even worse. We are just in the 
midst of railway construction, Vast 
areas in Canada, practically unset- 
tled, but_ rapidly scttling must he 
supplicd with transportation  facil- 
ities. 1f you cripple the” railways, 
reduce their revenue and destroy 
their borrowing’ powcr, who isto 
supply the billions needed in the 
Unitied States and the millions re- 
quired jn Canada?

Miller is back from South American 
swamps-with a stuffed cock of the rock 


and a rat weighing nearly 50 pounds. 
Mr. Miller also narrowly missed form- 
ing the acquaintance of a tribo of 
cannibals who, from very obvious evi- 
dence, had eaten two Coiombian rab- 
Ler hunters shortly before before ho 
wandered into tho outskirts of their 
hunting grounds and was warned by a 
friendly tribe of the Uitoto Indians 
that their neighbors especially relish- 
ed the flavor of Americans, 


Mr. Miller, whose home is in In- 
dianapolis, was sent to tho tropical 
jungles of the southern continent 
eighteen months ago by the American 
Museum of Natural History to make 
a Liolégical survey of the country. He 
was especially requested to hying inc, | 
if possible, information or specimens 
of tho Rupicola, or cock of the rock, 3! 
bird about tho size of a crow, of which! 
very little has been learned. 

Mr. Miller finally foutid the cock of | 

the rock away up in the headwaters! 
of the Magdalena river. Heo was able 
to obtain nests, eggs, and the young 
of the species. He also had an inter- 
esting few minutes with a tribo of} 
| monkeys when ho carried off one | 
their young, a fine, healthy baby sim- 
ian. Tho monkeys screeched and 
seratched, but with the aid of his In- 
dian guides Mrg Miter was able to 
drive them off. In all Mr. Miller, cql- 
lected from 2,300 to, 2,400 specimens 
of birds and animals. Among the lat- 
ter wero monkeys, sloths, deag, tiger 
cats, squirrels twenty inches long and 
several rata weighing © 50 of more 
pounds each, 

Entering Colombia at Buenaventura 
on the Bay of Choco, Mr. Miller pene- 
trated into the Cauea Valley between 
the western and central ranges. After 
he had worked his way ta the Choco 
coast westward through very unhealthy 
tropical swampland he proceeded 
south along the western range to the 
Moecai mountains; be then climbed 
15,200 fuet to the top of the central 
range. “After descending he explored 
the headwaters of the Magdalena 
tiver aud the sources of t Amazon 
as far as the Caqueta tGrritory. In 
all he cuthis/ way 1,500 miles on foot 
through jungles and. bamboo tangles 
where his progress at times was most 
discouraging, . 

Mr. Miller employed guides from 
the tribe of Uitoto Indians to pilot 
him through the worst moraxses in the 
swamps. Ho obtained some yalaable 
and interesting data concerning their 
habits and customs, The tribe lives in 
conical huts of bamboo with . grass’ 
thatched roofs, which aro generally 
built on poles extending twenty foot 
from the ground. Bamboo ladders, 
which can be pulled up after them, 
reach from the huts to-tho ground, 
Tho Uitoto loves white grubs and ants 
as well as turtle eggs, Tho latter he 
cooks after placing them in the bot-

means. We suppose the intention is to jndicate that the world’s prices 
* for farm products are fixed in*free-trade England. Perhaps they are,
